Washington, D. C,. May 28.—[Special.]— 
According to current belief here Admiral 
Dewey's departure from Manila was 
hastened by the serious differences of opin- 
jon between the civil and military members 
of the Philippine commission. It is under- 
gtood Dewey and Otis have been repeatedly 
outvoted by the civilians, and it is whispered 

‘in influential quarters that the great Ad- 
miral was forced to leave sooner than he 
had intended so as to avoid a disagreeable 
clash with President Schurman, Professor 
Worcester, and ex-Minister Denby. 

The dispute, which is believed to have . 
‘reached serious proportions, entirely con- 
eerns the present treatment of the re- 
‘Dellious Filipinos. They have sent envoys 
‘to Manila who are entirely unauthorized to 
accept terms of peace, and persist in saying | 
they do not represent Aguinaldo officially. 

General Otis certainly and Admirai Dewey 
probably believed there should be no nego- 
tlations except with envoys who were em- 
powered to accept or reject proposals. The 
army and navy men asserted that Aguinaldo 
was merely playing with the commission so 
as to protract the negotiations until the 
rainy season has fairly set in, when active 
military operations against him would be 

impossible. 
Say Time Is Wasted. 

The General and the Admiral insisted that 
precious time was being wasted over envoys 
who had no power to treat for peace on any 
terms, and the military authorities general- 
ly insisted that the disintegration of the 
Filipino army, which begun under the 
rapid advance of the Americans, could best 
be pushed by continued active operations.

The native priests have given much 
assistance to me,

London, May 24.—Wednesday’s news from 
the Transvaal, received here this morning, 
ghows the Volksraad is blocking the way 
of reform. A long debate followed Presi- 

- dent Kruger’s proposals, which were made 
public last week. 

A majority of the speakers were opposed 
even to the moderate reform suggested by 
the President. They contended the public 
must first be consulted and laid stress on 
the fact that, according to law, two-thirds 
of the burghers must sign a petition in 
favor of an alteration of the constitution. 

It is doubtful whether 20,000 Boers could 
be found to support the President's pro- 
posals. 

Eventually, after many motions had been 
made, resolutions were passed instructing 
the government to publish the President's 
proposals and refer thém to the Raad next 
year for consideration. 

The President denied yielding to threats 
and said he would neven yield the extension 
of franchise, as demanded by the Uit- 
landers. 


Agitators in London. 

Here in London a few men, like Bryn 
Roberts, are attempting to stir up sym- 
pathy with the Boers. Bryn Roberts, in a 
letter in the Westminster Gazette, suggests 
that signatures to the Uitlander petition 
were bought cheap by agitators, and tries 
to arouse popular feeling against the cap- 
italists and mine owners of Johannesburg, 
but the press almost unanimously supports 
the Uitlanders’ claims.

COIN TELLER IN CUSTODY. 


WILLIAM COLEMAN CHARGED WITH 
STEALING IN SUBTREASURY. 
i 


Captain Porter, Who Arrested Him, 
Says He Caught the Young Money 

| Taking Money from Bags in the 
“Silver Pen” — Many Complaints 
from Banks Lead to Suspicion and 
the Capture—Prisoner Is Bound 
Over and Placed in Jail. | 2 


William Coleman, a silver teller in the 


Subtreasury of Chicago, who was arrested 
on Monday on the charge of abstracting 
coin from bags received from banks and 
business houses, was bound over yesterday 
by Commissioner Booth and locked up in 
the County Jail. Coleman was arrested by 
Captain Thomas I. Porter of the United 
States Secret Service, who had been watch- 
ing the ‘silver pen" in the Subtreasury 
for several weeks. Complaints had been 
coming to Captain Porter for months about 
shortages in the deposits made by banks 
and business-men. Coleman was one of the 
first employés to secure a place in the Chi- 
cago Subtreasury under civil service. 
Tlpre was at first no explanation for the 


shofage, Captain Porter could not believe 
any one was systematically robbing the 
treasury.’ A watch was set and Coleman 


was caught in the act of tampering with the 
bags of silver. He was seen to handle the 
bags of coin so deftly that detection by 
superficial observation would be impossible. 
From a number of bags he was seen to ab- 
Stract silver in varying amounts. His ar- 
rest followed. | | 

Coleman's peculations will not amount to 
over $2,000 or $3,000. His scheme was orig- 
inal and adroit, and if it had not been for 
the utmost vigilance of Captain Porter and 
his agents the mystery of the shortages 
would not soon have been solved, 


Describes Coleman’s Method. 

Captain Porter said last night in describ- 
ing Coleman's method: 

“Ever since last November I have been 
receiving complaints from banks and bus!i- 
ness-men about shortages of silver sent to 
the Subtreasury. Fora long time it was im- 
possible to explain this mystery. The ‘ sil- 


_ ver pen’ in the Subtreasury is a room 12x8 


feet surrounded by iron railings. In this 
pen are five men, and it would seem im- 
a" that any of them could be able to 
steal. 
handle a large amount of money are in the 
habit of sending deposits of sil¥er each day 
to the Subtreasury. The money is placed in 
bags, which are generally tied up and sealed, 
the wax attaching itself not only to the 
string about the neck of the bag but also to 
the bagitself. 

“Coleman's system was gimple after all. 
During the noon hour when he was left alone 
in the ‘pen,’ or while the other clerks wee 
busy, he would take one of these bags and 
work the cloth about the neck. By deft 
manipulation he was often successful in 
working down one side of the neck so it 
came beneath the string. Then he inserted 
his fingers and withdrew from $2 to $12. To- 
day I saw Coleman tampering with a num- 
ber of bags and he took as high as $12 from 
one bag. ‘His arrest followed. 

“I confess I have a great deal of sympa- 
thy for the young man. He resides at 74 
Lytle street and has a wife. He got only 
$60 a month for his work. The‘ silver pen’ 
handles on an average $400,000 a day, and I 
do not think tq is fair to place such a tempta- 
tion in the way of a young man at the salary 
he received.” | 


One Similar Case. 

During Delos P. Phelps’ term as Subtreas- 
urer an offense somewhat like that with 
which Coleman is charged was committed, 
but although the method by which the em- 
ployé abstracted coin from the silver bags 
was learned, the man was punished only 
with a dismissal from the government em- 


ploy. | 
Chief Wilkie’s Work. 

Washington, D. C.,. May 23.—[Special.]— 
Chief Wilkie of the secret service exercised a 
general superyision over the work of detect- 
ing the peculations of Teller Coleman. He 
sent men to the different Chicago banks to 
count the silyer which was subsequently 
sent to the Subtreasury. These officers ccr- 
tified to the correctness of the amounts, but 
notwithstanding this silver dollars continued 
to disappear. A watch was then set on the 
Subtreasury, and in a short time suspicion 
rested on Coleman. : 

Chief Wilkie said tonight he did not be- 
eve the amount of money stolen amounted 
to more than several hundred dollars. As 
Coleman is a bonded officer, the bankers 
who were the losers by his opérations prob- 
ably will recover the amount of Coleman's 
peculations from his bondsmen. The charge 
which will be lodged against Coleman will 
be grand larceny, and he will be tried in the 
United States courts.

Attorney General Cooper Charged with 
Ordering Prosecution and De- 
fense of Government Case. 


Honoluly, May 16, via San Francisco, Cal., 
May 23.—(Bpecial. ]}—Attorney General Coop- 
er of Hawaii is likely to be impeached for 
** gross and scandalous misconduct and mal- 
practice in his office.""’ Lawyers of Hono- 
lulu, headed by Attorney A. 8S. Humphreys, 
are after the Attorney General's official 
scalp, and the first named filed jn the Su- 
preme Court of the islands an information 
making specific charges. , 

Chief Judd being absent the matter came 
before First Associate Justice Frear, who 
ordered that a citation issue commanding 
Attorney General Cooper to appear at the 
June term of the Supreme Court and answer 
the charges prferred against him. 

The Attorney General's action, for which 
he is to be arraigned, is that he ordered both 
the prosecution and the defense of a case 
against the government. This is the story: 

Abel Carriera, a tax collector, sought to 
collect personal taxes from Ah Ngee, a Chi- 
nese servant of A. L. C. Atkinson, deputy 
to the Attorney General, who was delin- 
quent. The Chinese protested against the 
payment, whereupon the tax collector ar- 
rested the servant. The latter alleges that 
he was severely handled by the tax col- 
lector, and complained to his master, Dep- 
uty Attorney General Atkinson, who told 
the Chinese to make a complaint of assault 
against the agent of the Tax bureau. _. 

Now come the complications. Deputy At- 
torney General Atkinsen, being a goveTn- 
ment official, came to doubt the propriety of 
appearing in a case against a government 
official, and retained A. S. Humphreys to 
prosecute the tax collector.

R. L. OSTRANDER IS CONVICTED. 


Guilty on First of Twelye Indictments 
Against Him—His Second Trial 
to End Today. 


Ralph L. Ostrander was found guilty yes- 
terday by a jury in Judge Burke's court of 
receiving a stolen watch and chain, the 
property of Olga Golden. This verdict dis- 
posed of the first of the twelve fndictménts 
found against him. The punishment is a 
fine not to exceed $1,000 or imprisonment 
in jail for not to exceed one year. The case 
was given to the jury at noon and at 4 
o'clock the verdict was reported. 

Ostrander testified he did a business of 
refining gold and silver for stock. He pur- 
chased the watch from a stranger, who 
gave his name as George. Bold, 834 West, 
Van Buren street, for the gold there was 
in the case, and denied having had any sus- 
picions as to the manner in which the stray- 
ger came into possession of it. He testified 
that he told Mrs. Golden he would give the 
property back to her. He denied that one 
of the conditions was that the woman would 
not prosecute him. 

Meanwhile, the tmal of Ostrander 6n 
another indictment proceeded, and by the 
time court adjourned,in the evening nearly 
all the evidence had been heard in the sec- 
ond case, in which Grant C. Carder is ¢om- 
plainant. This case will probably reach the 
jury by noon today. . 


NEW RULING IN GARNISHMENT. 


Judge Tuley Declares ~ Creditor Can 
Tie Up Only the Wages Due 
When Writ Is Served. | 


Judge Tuley yesterday rendered a decision 
in a garnishment case that will have an al- 
most revolutionary effect in this city if up- 
held. It was in the garnishment suit of 
Charles Hartwell against Bryan Lathrop, 
whose employé, A. D. Little, Hartwell 
claimed, owed him $200. Judge Tuley ruled 
that a creditor could not tle up more wages 
of the debtor than was due when the writ 
was served on the employer. Future wages, 
he declared, could not be garntsheed. 

Judge Tuley” said: my view it is 
against the policy of the law to allow a cred- 
itor to pursue his debtor to the extent that, 
instead of working for himself and for his 
family, he must work for his creditor.” 

It has been the custom heretofore for the 
creditor to postpone bringing the suit to 
trial as the wages of the debtor accumulated. 
Judge Tuley, however, if his decision is sus- 
tained, will change all.

| JUBILEE AT THE CAPITAL 


WASHINGTON CELEBRATES ENDING 
OF WAR WITH SPAIN. 

Three Days’ Peace Demonstration 
Ushered In by a Salute at Sunrise, 
and President McKinley, Cabinet, 
and General Miles View a Parade 
of War Heroes—Showers Mar Cele- 

‘bration at Noon, but Later the Sun 

Shines—Already Brilliant Success. 


| 


{ Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Special.]— 
‘Although strictly a local affair, the Wash- 
ington peace jubilee, inaugurated today, has 
alréady proved a brillfant success. The city 
and the public departments have been gayly 
decorated, and the first of the three days 
of celebration produced many notable effects, 
in spite of the cool weather and one or two 
heavy showers. 

Salutes from the little naval vessels in the 
river, a really fine parade, reviewed by the 
President and his Cabinet, and a display of 
fireworks kept the people of Washington 
busy for twelve hours on a stretch. The 
President and his Cabinet were accommo- 
dated in a pretty reviewing stand, and Penn- 
sylvania avenue in front of the White House 
was converted into a court of honor, with 
brilliantly decorated poles and streamers. 
The parade was not a large one, but was 


‘unusually interesting because so many of 


those who participated were veterans of the 
rebellion or the Spanish war, or both. 

One regiment, fresh from Cuba, the Fourth 
Immunes, largely recruited in the District, 
arrived only.this morning, and with detach- 
ments from the Fourth Artillery, Third Cav- 
alry, the District militia, and a Delaware 
regiment, besides the veteran organizations, 
made an unusually effective display. The 
President was delighted with the parade and 
the fireworks, which were displayed with the 
Washington Monument as a background. 
The streets were crowded all afternoon and 
evening with a typical Washington crowd, 
as the arrivals from the country, while 
numerous, were not conspicuous. 

There will be more parades and fireworks 
for the next two days, and the departments 
have become so impregnated with the jubilee 
spirit that but little public business is being 
done. 


Salute at Sunrise. 


The jubilee was inaugurated at sunrise 
by a@ national salute of thirteen guns from 
the Dolphin, anchored off. the navy yard, 
and by the chime of bells and sound of steam 
whistles all over (the city. The day had 
been declared a half holiday in the depart- 
ments, and the employés of nearly all the 
bureaus were released at noon, the hour 
being marked by a salute of forty-five guns. 

The guns had scareely finished the na- 
tional salute before there was a downpour, 
of rain that plastered the’ bunting decora- 
tions flat against the house fronts, and the 
crowds which had just begun to gather on 
the streets hurriedly sought shelter. The 
storm, however, was of brief duration, and 
the sun came out and shone brilliantly 
throughout the afternoon. Over 5,000 men 
were in the parade. The route was that 
followed by the inauguration parades, down 
Pennsylvania avenue, around the Treasury, 
and in front of the White House grounds, 
where a large reviewing stand decorated 
with bunting had been erected, 

The three squares: extending from the 
State, War. and Navy to the Treasury Build- 
ing had been transformed into a court of 
honor. On each side columns were reared 
and two broad arches, spanned by festooned 
llags and bunting, marked the entrance and 
exit to the court.

DETROIT TO OPERATE CARS. 


Commission Reports to the Council 
That an Agreement Has Been 


Reached. 


Detroit, Mich., May 25.—The Detroit Street 
Railway commission, appointed to purchase 
and cperate for the city all the street rail- 
ways within the city, made its first report.

LINKING THE PARK SYSTEMS. 

The Council has done a praiseworthy act 
in ordering an investigation of the cost of 
connecting the North and South Side boule- 
vard systems by means of a new bridge 
two blocks east of Rush street. The Com- 
missioner of Public Works has been called 
upon for plans and estimates for a viaduct 
from Michigan avenue and Randolph street 
eastward and northward, crossing the river 
by a bridge connecting with the southern 
end of St. Clair street. This would com- 
plete the boulevard connections between 
Lineoln Park and the South Side parks, 
and also with the West Side system by way 
of Jackson street as well as the outside 
boulevard circuit. | 

Such a connecting link is greatly needed, 
and there is no reason why it should not 
be made. Our system of parks and drive- 
ways will never have complete unity until 
thisis done. A bridge is more feasible than 
a subway. Alderman Jackson's objection 
that a bridge east of Rush street would in- 
jure the commerce of Chicago is not valid. 
It would be of the jackknife or bascule pat- 
tern, without a center pier, and would be 
no impediment to navigation. Alderman 
Martin’s objection that this bridge for light 
vehicles would be no benefit tb the business 
traffic is not sound. It will be a distinct 
benefit to traffic by relieving the other 
bridges of the carriages and bicycles that 
now help to congest the business streets. 
These and all other Aldermen should favor 
the project, for it will be a benefit to their 
constituents. The special advantage to the 
North Side is apparent on the faee of it, 
while the West Side Aldermen now have 
a chance to repay the debt their cunstitu- 
ents owe for the boulevarding of Jackson 
street. Bicyclists in every part of the city 
will be unanimous in their desire to see this 
project carried to completion. 

To be entirely successful this boulevard 
connection should not join Michigan avenue 
at Randolph, but should be extended on the 
lake front as far south as Jackson. This 
would enable pleasure vehicles to avoid the 
crowded down-town district, and especially. 
the abominable cable cars. On the North 
Side the work is already done nearly to the 
river. Pine street has been boulevarded to 
Ohio by the Lincoln Park Commissioners 
and by private enterprise the rest of the 
way, practically to the Northwestern. 
tracks. At Michigan or Lllinois street the 
boulevard would have to go east a block to 
St. Clair, then south across a viaduct over 
the tracks to the bridge, and thence down 
the edge of the lake front area. Commis- 
sioner McGann’s idea is that the driveway 
should hug the Illinois Central wall on the 
hither side. The whole ,project is as prac- 
ticable as it is desirable, and the Council 
cannot do better thantopushit through.

Elevation 
may be a more serious matter for the Alton 
than for them, but the people, while recog- 
nizing fully the benefits which that road has 
conferred on the city, and while regretting 
any inconvenience the raising of its tracks 
may cause it or others, have decided irrev- 
ocably that no more viaducts shall be 
built, and that the dangerous grade cross- 
ings, which must go. shall be done away 
with by track elevation alone. The partial 
raising of tracks in this city has saved hun- 
dreds of lives. The elimination of grade 
crossings by this ordinance will save many 
more. The Alton, which has fought track 
elevation stubbornly and successfully so 
long, ought to bow gracefully to the popular 
will. The new management of that road 
cannot do a more politic act than to accept 
cheerfully the ordinance which has just been 
adopted, and thus show itself wiser and 
more liberal than the management it suc- 
ceeds. To refuse to do this is merely to de- 
lay the inevitable a short time, and Keep the 
other roads whose tracks run parallel with . 
those of the Alton from raising them as 
they are ready to do. 
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WILLIAM WALDORF ASTOR. 
America has always been the champion 
of the right of expatriation—the right of 
a man to change his soil and his allegiance. 
This country has received and made citi- 
zens of millions of Europeans. The 
United States does not dispute the right 
of one of its citizens to leave it and set- 
tle in any part of the world: that suits 
him better. Mr. William Waldorf Astor 
has committed no offense in expatriating 
himself. Nor hag his withdrawal endan- 
gered the peace and prosperity of his native 
land. He is not one of those who have 
“left their country for their country’s good.” 
On the other hand, he need not feel ag- 
grieved because his country does not miss 
him nor beg him importunately to return 
and be forgiven for going away. et 
Since Mr. Astor has done nothing amiss 
in going from New York to England, it 
is strange that he should display that bit- 
terness concerning America which he does 


| in the article giving a sketch of the life 


of his great-grandfather, printed in the 
last Sanee the Pall Mall Magazine. 
There being © opposition on either side 
to the separation between himself and 
his native land, but the divorce being by 
“mutual consent,”' why should he revile 
his country? The only visible reason is 
that it did not appreciate Mr. Astor as he 
thought his merits deserved. 

Mr. Astor tried at different times to make 
his mark in politics, in literature, and in 
society, and failed in all directions. He 
became a believer in the ingratitude of 
republics because this republic would not 
admit his claim to be considered “A 
Superior Person.” — | 

After having held a seat in the New 
York Senate, Mr. Astor tried to get into 
Congress. The first time he ran he was 
defeated in a district which at the previous 
election had given .a small Hepublican 
majority. The second attempt was in the 
brown-stone district, which at the preced- 
ing election had given 3,000 Republican 
majority. The result showed how intense- 
ly unpopular Mr. Astor was. Ex-Governor 
Flower, Mr. Astor’s Democratic competi- 
tor, was elected in-this Republican district 
by 3,000 majority. Mr. Astor relied on his 
wealth to elect him. His money flowed 
like water in the saloons and out of it. 
He called up everybody to drink and thrust 
his eagles and double eagles on the bars 
and refused to take change. But the men 
who drank his liquor and took his gold 
coin voted against him. He was not beaten 
because he was the richer man of the 
two, but because the voters saw in him an 
embodiment of the arrogance of wealth. 
His manners were hateful. He was éelf- 
satisfied, condescending, and too “ popular ” 
by half. The poorer voters felt that at 
heart he did not care for them, while Gov- 
ernor Flower, who really was a farmer's | 


boy, had some natural sympathy with 


them. 

That they measured up Mr. Astor cor- 
rectly was shown later years, wheu 
he did not hesitate to avow his contempt 
not for the poor alone but for all who 
did not come up to his ideal of respectabili- 
ty, which is “ keeping a butler.” In an 
article about Chicago, written nine and 
a half years ago, he spoke contemptuously 
of the “palaces” of this city, “ where 
the front door is opened by a housemaid ” 
and “ whpse occupants are all out on the 
front door. steps, as they used to sit in 
New York. seventy years ago.”, This is 
a reflection on Mr. Astor’s great-grand- 
father, who sat on his front door steps, 
after he was rich enough to have them, 
and who never had a butler to open his 
door. When John Jacob Astor, who found- 
ed the Astor fortunes, tramped over the 
Northwest with his pack on his back, swap- 
ping his wares for furs, he had no thought 
of “butlers” and he did not despise the 
man in his shirt sleeves. He was a man 
in shirt sleeves himself and opened his 
own front door, like Abraham Lincoln. 

William Waldorf Astor, failing in his ef- 
forts to get office at the hands of people 
whom he despised ahd who despised him, 
sought.an appointive position. President 
Arthur made him Minister to Italy, an 
office which he filled without disgrace and 
also without credit. When a Democrat 
became President Mr. Astor felt that his 
political career was definitely closed. _ 

He turned to literature. His grand- 
father had founded a library. ‘The grand- 
son decided that he would help to fill it 
with his own works. He wrote a noyel, 
but it was not a success, though the name 
of an Astor was on the title page. Wealth 
and a butler cannot obtain for their pos- 
sessor admission to the ranks of inspired 
writers. From the days of Homer down 
to those of Emerson few have had much 
money or many servants, | 

Unable to make headway in the world 
of literature, he sought for distinction in 
the social world, where he would not have 
to ask for the votes of plebeians or court 
the applause of common novel readers. He 
assumed to be the head of the great house 
of Astor, and contended that his wife 
should be the “ Mrs. Astor” of the family, 
instead of his aunt, an older woman, but 
the wife of the younger son of William B. 
Astor. The Postoffice department ruled 
against him. Then Mr. Astor, believing the 
government and the people were against 
him, went to England to see if a career was 
open to him there. | : 
Mr. Astor’s asperity towards America 
is unjustifiable. He is at fault, not the 
country. If he had inherited from his 
great-grandfather some of the qualities 
which made John Jacob famous, even 
though inheriting less of his money, Will- 
iam Waldorf Astor might have made a 
name for himself in some other way than 
hy settling in England. One reason why 
John Jacob Astor did so well in this coun- 
try was thaf he did not scorn its primitive 
ways and its frugality. He did not take 
pains to let people who had less money 
than he had know that he rested his claims 
to distinction upon money alone. He knew 
the uses of wealth, but he did not assume 
like his descendant that wealth entitles its 
possessor to preéminence in .any walk of 
life except that which is strictly com- 
mercial. 


CLOSED BY A COMBINE. 

The American Steel and Wire company 
—a trust—owns barbed wire fence works 
at the Town of Fairmount, a short dis- 
tance from Cincinnati. The works have 
been in steady operation for the last twen- 
ty years, employing recently about 500 
men, nearly all of whom live in Fairmount 
or a small neighboring town. The pay 
rolls have amounted to about $5,000 a week. 
Employment has been steady and wages 
good, A large number of the workmen 
own their own homes. 

The works closed down indefinitely last 

‘ 
night. The steel and Wire ‘company does 
not need them. All the barbed wire it ‘can 
market is to be made at other plants. The 
combine bought these works at a high price 
in order that it might not suffer from their 
competition. There are other plants which 
it bought for the same reason and which 
it intends to treat in the same way. 

The men who have beer thrown ont of 
work know that there is no hope of a 
resumption of operations at Fairmount. 
They must look for work elsewhere. There 
are other barbed wire works, but most of 
them have all the men they need. Even 


if there were employment elsewhere for 


all who have been working at Fairmount, 
many of them would have to sacrifice their 
homes, which represent the economies of 
years. The valye of their houses and lots 
is less than it was a month ago, because 
the prosperity of Fairmount is arrested 
by the closing of the works. No longer 
will $5,000 a week be put in circulation 
in the town. The discharged employés will 
not be the only sufferers by the shut-down. 
All the storekeepers, the owners of real 
estate, and the farmers, for whose products 
there was an active demand in Fairmount, 
will be sufferers also. | 

It is eusy to see why the people of Fair- 
mount and the vicinity, without distinc- 
tion of party, are embittered against in- 
dustrial combines. Selfish and sentimental 
reasons unite to influence them. They 
object to the depreciation of the value 
of their property and it pains them to see 


so many of their citizens deprived of work. 


Other Ohio towns have suffered as Fair- 
mount is about to suffer. |

combines. If it should fail to do so, so 
much the worse for the ticket it puts in 
the field.

PUBLIC LIBRARIES IN PARKS. 

The Park Commissioners of Brooklyn are 
planning to have a public library on a small 
scale in each of the forty small parks in 
that borough of New York. These little 
library buildings, as a rule, are to be 
hexagonal in form and of’artistic design 
with green trees about and sunshine and 
light entering from the top and sides. The 
lower part will be utilized for park pur- 
poses and the upper floors will be devoted 
to the library. 
Mrs. Mary E. Craigie, President of the 
Brooklyn Library association. So far 
only two libraries have been erected in 
small parks, but as these are already pro- 
nounced a success the expansion of Brook- 
lyn's library parkwards may be regarded 
as assured.

: MACHINE-MADE WEALTH. 

In yesterday's the discovery was 
announced of a means of transforming 
paupers into millionaires by the aid of 
mathematics. The tables are turned. 
Hitherto mathematics has been the obedient 
handmaid of ethics in proving that gam- 
bling does not pay. From Laplace to Sy!- 
vester students of the mathematical theory 
of probability have demonstrated that the 


amateur who plays at Monte Carlo against 


the banker with a constant “ advantage,” 
or the outsider with a limited amount of 
cash who dabbles in stocks, is nearly cer- 
tain to lose in the long run. The “ nearly 
certain ” of the mathematician is expressed 
as a fraction and defined in an intelligible 


“way. An even chance is denoted by one- 


half, absolute certainty by unity, and so 
forth. 
‘Is the end of the nineteenth century to 
witness the overthrow of the foundations 
of mathematics? Are these days of the 
“ higher criticism ” to have a higher mathe- 
matics, with Oxford, Cambridge, and Ho- 
boken professors as high priests? Is Lord 
Kelvin’s integrating machine to be cast in 
the shade by the new machine—“ a metal 
box, four feet high, two feet wide, and one 
foot thick ’—which foretells the movements 
of stocks? |

A firm of Bloomingtoa 
attorneys was engaged to fight the case 
They agreed to carry it to the court of last 
resort on a contingent fee of $5,000. Final. 
ly, the Supreme Court of the United States 
decided against the bondholders on a@ tech.

COMMISSIONER M'GANN DIRECTING 
PREPARATION OF DESIGNS, 


We Favors Scheme to Link North and 
South Side Park Systems, but Pre- 
fers Another Route than That Speci- 
fied in the City Council's Orcer— 
Estimates of Cost of Different Ways 
proposed Vary from $172,000 to 
$320,000—0 pinions on the Project.

‘He made a plan ten years ago fora 
yigguet and bridge to unite the North and

Under the terms of the Council order 
adopted on Monday night, the plans must 
vide for a highway to connect Michigar 


poulevard with St. Clair street, by way of 


the Randolph street viaduct. That route is 
one of many that have been proposed. Ii is 


» not the one Commissioner McGann prefers, 


put, at the same time, he does not condemn 
it. He thinks another route would be more 
desirable, for the reason that it would be 
cheaper. 

Plats and drawings in the City Engineer's 
office show four routes that have been given 
much thought in that office in recent years. 

The idea of a subway long since has been 
abandoned, for the reason of the great cost. 

The expense involved in the plan specified. 
in the order of the Council has not been esti- 
mated, but the cost of each of the other four 
routes that provide for an extension north- 
-ward of Michigan boulevard has been esti- 
mated. They vary from $172,000 to $320,000. 
All of these routes have their southern end 
in the Lake Front Park, alongside of Michi- 
gan boulevard, 630 feet south of the Ran- 
delph street viaduct. 


Lines of Various Routes. 

Route No. 1, by viaduct all the way, turns 
out over Michigan avenue and crossés the 
river at the Rush street bridge. It would 
continue in Rush to Michigan street on 
the North,Side, thence east to St. Clair 
street and north on private property along- 
side of St. Clair to Lilinois street. The Gost 
of this would include the rebuilding of the 
Rush street bridge to make it a two-story 
structure, and the total estimate is $320,000. 

Route No. 2 would have the same begin- 
ning, but instead.of turning west to Michi- 
gan avenue it would turn east and run in 
Central avenue to the river. There a new 
bridge would have to be be built. A part of 
the Goedrich dock would have to be con- 
demned, also a portion of the Kirk soap fac- 
tory on the north side of the river. This 
route would have its north end in Pine 
street. The cost has been estimated to the 
river at $172,000. This is the plan Com- 
missioner McGann favors. He says it would

This route will necessitate 
running from Randolph street to the river

, and, though it would not interfere with 
continuing the use of

Drawings Show Ornamental Structures. 
All of the drawings that have been made 
by the city engineers provide for a sidewalk 
on each side of the elevated driveway. In 
the center will be the roadway, and between 
this and either sidewalk a cycle path. The 
sidewalks will be six feet wide, the cycle 
paths seven feet wide, and the roadway 
twenty feet wide. The structures will be 
ornamental if built according to the de- 
signs that have been madeforthem. The

B. Dodds & Co. More than’ seventy-five 
steam laundries are to be combined under 
one management, and the small concerns 
are to be run out of business, if the state- 
ments made in the prospectus of the com- 
pany prove true. The stock of the new con- 
cern is to be offered to the public through 
the Title Guarantee and Trust company and 
a number of local brokerage houses. 

The company is to have a capital stock of 
$7,000,000, of which $3,000,000 will be 7 per 


‘cent cumulaitive preferred and $4,000,000 
common, Of the stock issue $4,000,000 will 


go in exchange for plants turned in to the 
company. Subscribers to 100 shares of 
preferred stock at par will receive a like 


amount of common stock as a bonus. 


According to the prospectus commissions 
paid to agents for laundry houses run from 
25 to 60 per cent of the gross amount collect- 


ed. All this is to be done away with by the 


new company, and there will be one delivery 
system for the whole city. The laundry 
work of Chicago as represented in the com- 
panies taken into the combination costs the 
citizens $2,250,000 a year. The figures in the 
prospectus show that 86 per cent of this 
money, or $1,935,000, goes for operating ex- 
penses, leaving a profit of $315,000. 

The prospectus figures out a saving of 
$686,453 in operating expenses. This, with 
the profits now made, gives the company an 
estimated profit of more than $1,000,000. The 
item of commission and free work is the 
largest tn the list, except the one of wages 


| for work in the laundries. It is proposed to 
save 75 per cent of this through the com-

PHESENT CONTROVERSY RECALLS 
AN ARTICLE WRITTEN IN 1889. 


in a Contribution to “ The Tribune ” at 
That Time the Professor Replies to 
the New-Yorker’s Strictures on Chi- 
cago—The Expatriated American’s 
Article on the Founder of His Fort- 
une—The Sun Declares He Was the 
Son of a Butcher. 


The discussion that has again arisen 
garding the views and characteristics of 
William Waldorf Astor recalls an article 
(a Saturday letter) which Professor David 
Swing wrote almost ten years ago on Mr. 
Astor. The article was printed in THE 
TRIBUNE Dec, 1, 1889, and was as follows: - 

“It is & pity for Willlam Waldorf Astor 


that he has revealed not only an ignorance of } 


the facts of his country but a still deeper 

ignorance of the meaning of the word §hter- 

ature.’ It did net occur to him that it would 
be better to have the front door of oue’s 
dwelling house opened by a hous@maid than 

to have the Astor literary gate opened by a 

fish woman. In his maierial residence Mr. 

Astor may be inside in good style, but as to 

his literary house he seems to'be sitting on 
the front steps, not only with his coat off 

but, as it would seem, in his stocking feet. 

Speaking of Chicago, he writes: 

“*We knuw them well, these palaces, all 
of which were built with borrowed money, 
and most of which today are morigaged 
trom corner-stone to skylight. We know 
them well, these palaces, where every sign 
of weaith abounds, and where the front door 
3s Opened by a housemaid. We know them 
well, these palaces, whose occupants are all 
out on the front doorsteps as they used to 
sit in New York seventy years ago, when 
our palaces were built on twenty-five feet 
front lots and when social life was primitive 
in the extreme.’ 

“If Mr. Astor is somewhat of a nice man 
there should be a general sympathy extend- 
ed.to him because of his ignorance of the 
fact that in Paris, where such a successful 
World's Fair:has been held, the housemaid 
opens the majority of front doors; andi in 

land, and even in London, she blacks the 
boots and makes the coal fires of men of’ 
considerable property and vanity. And sym- | 
pathy should further be extended Mr. Astor | 
that in his no doubt famillar intercourse 
with Whittier, Emerson, and other of h‘s 
assumed associates he has suffered the in- 
dignity of *bcing ushered in by a house:naid. 
*He knows’ the contemptible palace of an 
Abraham Lincoln, where no butler anawered 
the bell, but where the misguided man actu- 
ally opened the front door himself. 

“There is no end to the sympathy which 
the West would now cheerfully extend to 
William Waldorf Astor, for not’ only does- 
his literary taste awaken compassion but 
his logical faculty is enough tg make com- 
gnon sense sit down and have a goad cry! 
For only behold the situation: 
.“*We in New York conceive the sig- 
nificance of this exhibition to be something 
better than lumber, iron, ahd live stock.’ 
And has New York risen so high that it no 
longer measures human life by looking at 

les of lumber and rails of steel, but rather 

by that nobler.test of having a male; house 
servant at the front door? This city can- 
not, indeed; compete with ‘New York if it 
has cut. loose from lumber and cattle and 
has risen to the mental and spiritual excel-

Astor Seen by His Great-Grandson. 

A few glances at the personality of John 
Jacob Astor are afforded in an article in 
the Pall Mall Magazine by the great-grand- 
son of the pioneer fur-trader, William Wal- 
dort Astor. He is held to view by his de- 
scendant as a poor boy leaving home, as an 
immigrant in New York, then suddenly 
transformed into a man of affairs at the 
head of a fur trading business. He next ap- 
pears as a ship-owner, whose vessels en- 
circle the globe; then as a colonizer; later 
as a traveler of wealth and leisure; as a 
benefactor of his poor relations in his na- 
tive German. village.

Leo XIII., in spite of all that is said to the 
contrary, is one of the most forgtving and 
broad-minded prelates that has ever occu- 
pied the chair of St. Peter. For I observe that 
he has recently granted audiences both to Dr. 
Lueger, the Mayor of Vienna, and to M. de 
Houx of Paris. Des Houx is a journalist, 
who for a time edited one of the Vatican or- 
gans, entitled the Moniteur de Rome. But 
as the editor declined to obey the hints given 
to him from the highest quarters to modify 
his utterances against the Italian govern- 
ment, and as he identified himself on the 
contrary with the intransigeant party at the 
Vatican, which is opposed to the Pope’s 
views, he was dismissed, and left at the 
mercy of the Italian government, which 
promptly proceeded to put him into jail, 
where he spent several months on a charge 
of libeling the authorities. 

On his return to Paris he published a num- 
ber of books relating to the inner life at 
‘the Vatican, placing the Papal court before 
the public in the most unfriendly light, and 
not only charging the’ Pontiff himself with 
double dealing and with being the head of a 
ring »so-caHed- Peruggians, who ran the 
Papacy for their own. benefit, but.likewise 
ridiculed certain personal peculiarities of 
the holy father, such as his accent, his bear- 
ing, and, above all, that odd little habit 
which he used formerly to have of elevating 
himself on tip-toe when administering the 
Papal benediction from. the altar. All .his

‘FRASER & CHALMERS REFUSE TO 
GRANT INCREASE IN WAGES. 


Union Men Demand Minimum Scale of 
$2.75 a Day for Bench and Floor 
' Work, Also Recognition of Their 

Organization and Its Rules—Twen- 

ty-one Firms “sign Contracts and 

Will Help Council in Efforts to Win 
_*Over Other Concerns, 


As a result of the refusal of Fraser & 
Chalmers to join with twenty-one othcr 
foundry firms in an agreement recently made 
- by them with the Iron Molders’ Council, 
whéreby the molders are given a 10 per cent 
increase in wages, the firm named is having 
trouble with its employés that practically 
amounts toastrike. Several other foundries: 
that refuse to accede to the molders’ de- 
mands are threatened by the council with 
similar trouble. 

The molders of Fraser & Chalmers’ foun- 
dry quit work ten days ago. Their unions 
notified the firm that unless the increase of 
10 per cent im pay be granted and the unions 
recognized the men would not return to work. 
The sixty molders, with ninety helpers, were 
immediately discharged. They were told, 
however, that if they wanted to work they 
could return last Thursday. When the shop 
reopened on that day few of the men re- 
ported for duty, the majority having agreed 
to strike. The foundry has since been run 
with a small force of nonunion molders, and 
General Manager W. B. Easton refuses to 
entertain any propositions from the union. 

What the Molders Demand. 

The notice sent out by the ironmolders’ 
council is in part as follows: 

In order to secure better conditions for molders 
ami to place all employés on am equal footing 
it has been decided by Iron Molders’ unions Nos. 
23, 283, and 239 of Chicago to establish a minimum 
rate of wages throughout the city, this rate to be 
$2.75 a day for both floor and bench molders. 
We ask that the authorized rep tative of the 
union be permitted to visit any foundry to trans- 
act business for the union. 

The notice is signed by W. J. Phillips, Pres; 
ident of the council, and Robert Nelson, 
business agent. 

The movement for. greater wages was 
brought about by Martin Fox, President of 
the Iron Molders’ Union’ of America, who 
came to Chicago after having helped ef- 
fect an increase in the wages of iron molders 
in the East. He visited the foundries, and 
mduced the manufacturers to agree to a 
“sonference with the labor leaders. Meetings 
were held at the Great Northern Hotel, and 
jn secret. The manufacturers delegated the 
question of increasing pay to the following 
rommittee:

This committee came to an agreement with

Origin of the Prayer Book. 


St. James’ Rectory, Chicago, May 23.—[Editor 
of The Tribune.]—In your kindly worded article, 


of ‘* The Tribune,’’ you say, The entire Bpis- 
copal Prayer Book is but a translation and con- 
densation of that missal ’’—i. e.: the Roman Mis- 
sal. This is a common idea, but it is entirely 
without foundation. The Roman Missal, -which, 
by the way, is concerned only with the service 
of the altar, was never in use in England before 
the reign of Elizabeth, and then was read only 
by those Roman Catholics who separated from 
the Church of England. It was not in the hands 
of the compilers of the Book of Common Prayer, 
they used other Hturgies distinct from the Roman. 
The Church of England had had its own native 
service books—books which differed essentially 
from those of the Roman Church, and which 
had continued in use in England from early 
times down to the year 1549. A glance at the 
preface of the English Prayer Book would sug- 
gest the sources of that book, and a compari- 
son between that book and the Roman Missal, even 
in the parts where they touch upon common 
round, would show that the one could not have 
been derived from the other. That the Roman 
Missal and the Anglican Book have much in 
them of the primitive and ancient liturgies is
